The Gartacks- at the 6irfield are eaclosed within a barbed wire fence. The flying 


field diself ds open, without wetehtowers. A fixed guard and a messenger are 
“ aiways stationed ab the barracks gate. The barracks area is patrolled at night 


‘by two guard squads. A guard is naivtained day and night at the entrance to the 
aivfield, At the hangars there are two guards in the daytime and seven at night. 
theuthoriged persons may enter the airfield only by special permit. After ‘11 p.m. 
only, personnel on duty heave freedom of movement in the airfield area. There is a 
poliee detachment of noncommissioned officers and. 16men. 0 

Two Yak-9 planes are always in readiness to pursue any strange aircraft. Anti- 
givéreft machine guns are mounted oa the flat roof of one of the barracks buildings 
(No. 2.in sketch 2). . a ee er ae
